day. Wait 10 days before plant­ 
ing corn. To control hroadleaf 
weeds apply either Premerge 
or Sinox pre-emergence. 
All this merely substantiates 
that we are indeed living in a 
chemical age where herbicides, 
insecticides, fungicides, larvi- 
cides, and all oth«-r “cides” need 
to be thoroughly tested, not 
merely for their effectiveness in 
doing the job they are supposed 
to do, but also for consumer 
safety in the resulting plant or 
animal foods. 
Just recently an ornithologist 
discovered a large number of 
dead robins in an elm grove 
which had been sprayed for the 
control of Dutch Elm disease. 
It is lamentable that sprays can 
have such a deadly effect on 
birds that feed on worms or in­ 
sects affected by the sprays. 
No wonder the F<kk1 and 
Drug Administration is becom­ 
ing increasingly cautious in ap­ 
proving new drugs or additives 
in livestock rations. 
Question: Where 10 or 15 
pounds salt are frequently 
sprinkled on each ton of hay as 
it is put into a bam, what is 
the proper amount of salt to go 
with a ton of .silage, and does 
salting do silage any good? 
Answer: About five pounds of 
salt per ton of silag«« is the 
equivalent of 15pounds of salt 
ip a ton of hay. This is true be­ 
cause silage has about one-third 
of the dry matter of hay. In 
Wisconsin tests with grass si­ 
lage, this amount of salt gave 
noticeably enhanced flavor to 
the silage, even though a con­ 
trolled performance test with 
cows on salted versus unsalted 
silage could not be conducted 
at the time.
